worked  to  further  the  Hospital’s  wellbeing.  They  also  offer 
sincere  and  grateful  thanks  to  the  donors  of  many  gifts  of 
articles,  goods  and  flowers,  which  have  been  of  use  and 
comfort  to  the  patients. 

The  Samaritan  Fund,  which  is  entrusted  to  the  Matron, 
has  been  used  in  cases  of  great  necessity. 

The  Board  have  to  record  with  deep  regret  the  death 
of  Sir  Henry  Whitehead,  J.P.,  who  had  been  a  Governor 
since  1925. 

The  enlargement  of  the  Hospital  was  completed  and 
would  have  been  opened  in  the  early  part  of  1928  by  Sir 
Henry  Whitehead  had  his  illness  and  death  not  intervened, 
making  it  necessary  to  postpone  the  formal  ceremony  of 
opening. 

The  Board  present  the  financial  statement  of  the 
Extension  Accounts  to  31st  March,  1928,  in  this  Report, 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  overdrawn  at 
the  Bank  on  that  date  on  account  of  the  extension  was 
£1,420  5s.  3d. 

The  work  of  extension  has  been  well  and  efficiently 
carried  out,  and  the  Hospital  now  has  ten  wards  (public 
and  private),  an  up-to-date  Operating  Theatre,  with  sterilizing 
room  adjoining,  an  X  Ray  Room  and  Waiting  Room,  a 
Massage  Room,  Board  Room,  Casualty  Ward,  Surgery  and 
Waiting  Rooms,  Sun  Ray  and  Radiant  Heat  Bath,  excellent 
staff  bedrooms  and  quarters,  well-equipped  kitchen,  storage 
and  sanitary  facilities,  and  is  served  by  an  electric  passenger 
lift  which  travels  to  all  floors.  The  Hospital  is  heated  by 
modern  central  heating  as  well  as  open  fires.  It  can  be 
confidently  asserted  that  the  Hospital  is  now  one  of  the  best 
equipped  and  most  efficiently  organized  institutions  in  the 
district,  and  the  enlargement  has  been  carried  out  at  a  cost 
closely  approximating  to  the  original  estimate. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  the  Board  record  their  thanks 
to  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Crole  on  the  completion  of  his  effort  to 
obtain  funds  for  the  installation  of  the  X  Ray  apparatus, 
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which  resulted  in  his  presenting  the  Board  with  the  sum  of 
£228  5s.  4d.  on  behalf  of  the  subscribers,  a  list  of  whom 
will  be  found  in  the  report, 

Mr.  F.  W.  T.  Newboult,  J.P.,  and  Mrs.  Newboult  gave 
the  munificent  donation  of  £210,  which  enabled  the  Board 
to  instal  the  most  modern  type  of  X  Ray  apparatus  and  a 
Sun  Ray  Lamp. 

A  Radiant  Heat  Bath  was  presented  to  the  Hospital 
by  Mrs.  Harry  Briggs. 

These  additions  to  the  equipment  have  already  proved 
of  great  assistance  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  the 
Board  gratefully  acknowledge  the  generosity  of  the  donors. 

The  Board  also  desire  to  thank  Mr.  J.  Sheard  (a  former 
patient  in  the  Hospital)  for  organizing  a  successful  effort  to 
obtain  funds  for  the  provision  of  a  wireless  installation,  which 
is  of  comfort  to  the  patients,  and  for  the  upkeep  of  which 
the  fund  also  realized  a  substantial  amount. 

The  Board  is  very  greatly  indebted  to  all  those  who 
have  contributed  by  thought,  time  and  money  to  the  success 
which  has  been  obtained,  and  offers  to  them  sincere  thanks. 

The  continued  support  of  the  subscribers,  and  a  larger
